THE UNECONOMIC FARM. 


OUR  FARMER-FISHERMEN. 


The disasters wrought by the storm off our 
western coasts should evoke two kinds of re- 
sponse : the decision of -all normally charitable 
people to send relief,-the-consideration by our 
publicists and economists of how, if at all, 
the conditions which bring about disasters 
like these may be avoided. “Stich considera- 
tion falls direct ly within. the scope of -the 
students of Trish agriculture. Dealing with 
the cognate problem of the Gaelic-speaking 
population of our Western seaboard, the 
Commission of Inquiry into the Preservation 
of the Gaeitacht stated in their report last 
vear that “the land is the sole permanent 
basis of livelihood of the Gaeltacht popu- 
lations. Fishing mas ‘be regarded to some 
extent as such, but. strictly. speaking, it is 
only. a help to agriculture. Of the 10,650 
men employed in the local fishing industry in 
the areas under consideration, 10,000 are 
farmer fishermen.’’ These are, of course, for 
the most. part the part-time fishermen who, as 
the report states, '' are restricted to small 
sail. boats. canoes, and yawls, because they 
must fish in the local waters. where harbour 
facilities do not alway® exist.” The problem 
of whether. and how far, the grave recurrent 
dangers of this method of eking out their 
scanty living from the land are capable of 
being eliminated. or even reduced, by im- 
proved facilities for landing the hauls, by the 
substitution for their present craft o 
mechanically propelled boats, and, by the 
broadcasting of storm forecasts, are not within 
the purview of this article. But it must be 
borne in mind, even assuming that these ex 
pedients can be effectively apolied (at a not 
inconsiderable cost), the penury which is the 
daily lot of these farmer fishermen will not 
thus be materially improved. And, although

An Agricultural “ Laboratory.” 

Turning, then. to the general problem of 
the West Coast farmer, it is well to consider 
how far it differs from that oí other ‘‘ small” 
farmers, and in doing so certain facts ct 
| primary significance come to light. One is, cf 
| course, the relative unimportance of the size 
of the holdings, considered in themselves. 

Of» course, the size of a ‘holding, if 
measured by its potential productiveness, is 
of vital importance, but if is not necessarily 
the farmer with the largest acreage, nor even 
with the Jargest arable acreage, who rises 
clear of the “‘ poverty line, ” and thus is not 
driven to seek sustenance for his family in 
storm lashed seas.

The work at the speediest would be slow: 
for it must be done cautiously. A concrete 
element in the problem is brought out in the 
Gaelthacht Commission s report. The De- 
partment of Agriculture found in 1924, after 
their officials had for seven vears been ex- 
pounding the value of “‘ Kerr’s Pink and 
“Aran Victory’" as paying potatoes, that 
the results of their efforts were that 7.5 per 
cent. of the potatoes grown in Leitrim, Ros- 
common, Clare and Galway were of: these 
varieties, 92.5 per cent. of the others. ‘To 
realise how complicated is the problem of the 
economic holding it is only necessary to add 
that the average value of a statute acre of 
each of the varieties named worked out (for 
the two acres) to £118 8s. 9d.; and that for 
two acres of fourteen other varieties to 
£78 19s. Here was a loss of about £20 an 
acre on some, say, 58,000 acres under 
potatoes, due to the failure of conservative 
minded congests to change their ways, a 
theoretical loss at least of over £1,000,000.

COMBINED. MARKETING 
OF BUTTER. 


IRISH ASSOCIATED 
CREAMERIES. LTD. 


Over two-thirds of the co-opérative creame 
riés have now joined the new organisation 
for the combined marketing of creamery 
butter. This fact was brought out at a 
meeting of the recently elected . Board of 
Directors of the Irish Associated Creameries, 
Ltd. (the new organisation), held at Plunkett 
House, Mr.. Thomas Flynn, Chairman of the 
Dungarvan Co-operative Ciecamery, presiding. 
Other directors present -were :——Messrs. P. RR. 
Hogan, Herbertstown: John Ryan,. Boher ; 
Timothy O'Sullivan, Crookstown; Timothy 
Mullins. Glenwilliam: James Timoney, Bel- 
leek: P. Baxter, Cavan: TP. P. . Condon, 
Achenry, and Timothy Lucey, Callan. Dr. 
Kennedy, Secretary, LA.O.S., and Mr. 
Hegarty. 1.C.M.A. (acting as Secretary) were 
also present. Mr. Gannon, ° Killeshandra, 
telegraphed regretting inability to attend. 

The Secretary reported that since last meet- 
ing of the Provisional Committee sixteen 
creameries had applied for shares, making 1350 
altogether. A number of others had either” 
decided or definitely promised, but had not 
sent in. contracts. It was estimated that ove’ 
two-thirds of the co-operative creameries had 
now joined the organisation, representing a 
total output of £2,600,000. 

It was decided that deputations of the drvec. 
tors in each area should interview the creame- 
ries which had not already joined, and 
arrangements were made accordingly. 

The election of Chairman of the Board, and 
the cooption of two additional members—as 
allowed by the Rules—was. deferred to a 
further meeting. 

Other matters discussed included the 
examination of buiter at ports and the pro 
vision of cooling in trans!t 

Satisfaction was expressed at the fact that 
the creameries which had hitherto held aloof 
were now coming in steadily, and that those 


which had so far failed to join the scheme 
were not opposed to it. It is confidently ex- 
pected that nearly all the creameries will 
have joined before the end of the year, 
thereby enabling the Board to commence their 
preparations early in the new year for putting 
the scheme in operation at the beginning of 
next season,

The Commission’s recommendations § are 
made, quite rightly. in the exclusive interests 
of the Gaelic-speaking people, whose future 
was the subject of their inquiry. But we are 
here discussing the larger question of the 
farmers of the Western sea coast, and, in- 
ferentially, the question of our. poorer 
farmers everywhere. A little done by them- 
selves for these people may be of more per- 
manent, and even more immediate, value 
than the most prompt and generous charity. 
In this connection, we think the application 
of co-operative methods on the scale and by 
some of the methods adopted in Dungloe 
by Mr. P. Gallaher and his co-workers, are 
worthy of consideration. Indeed, we know of 
places on the West coast. around Clew Bay, 
for instance. where these methods, applied 
on a small scale. have given really valuable 
results. We believe. however, the great 
question of our move depressed agriculturists 
requires to be taken up. not only in the 
spirit of giving help to self-help, but also in 
the scientific spirit through the ‘‘ economic 
laboratory."’ Perhaps, Mr. Moriarty’s recom- 
mendation of a permanent board could be 
enlarged or adjusted to include a study, not 
confined to our Western coasts, of what con- 
stitute economic farm areas.

CELEBRATIONS. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES, 
Str,—We are not accustomed to regard the 
opening of the sixth century as a particularly 
enlightened period of the world’s history, or 
one in which we would expect to find instances 
of Christian tolerance. Self-complacently we 
refer to that time as “the dark ages,” 
thereby tacitly implying that our mental and 
spiritual stature is very different from that 
of the Gothic chieftains who ruled in the 
Eternal City after the fall of the Western 
Empire. It is, however, illuminating to 
compare two historical pictures, 
In the first we see Theodoric, the Gothic 
chieftain (circ. 5 A.D.). counselling his 
officials to consider the fact that ‘‘ we cannot 
compel a man to believe against his will.”’ 
Encouraged by the optimistic doctrine of the 
ascent of man, we turn hopefully from the 
sixth century to 1927 4.p.. expecting great 
things. Yet. it is still true that mu(ta 
petentibus multa desunt, and in the second 
picture all we can see is a band of Fianna 
Féil emissaries covering the walls of our 
city with announcements of a meeting con- 
vened to protest against the attitude of some 
citizens who, under the delusion that they 
live in a free land, propose to take part in 
‘‘imperialistic’’ ceremonies on Remembrance 
Yay. It is rather disconcerting to find 
apparently responsible politicians, whom one 
would imagine to be steeped in the saintly 
and scholarly traditions of our land, lagging 
so far ‘behind an Arian Ostrogoth in 
philosophic insight and Christian toleration. 
At the risk of being egotistical, I will 
mention some recent experiencés of my own. 
Last week-end my progress through the 
streets was delayed by at least a hundred 
persons of varying age and civility, who all 
had at the moment one paramount interest in 
life—to induce me to adorn myself with a 
Gaelic League emblem. Personally, I cannot 
sympathise with many of the aims of the 
Gaelic League (though I would gladly have 
contributed, had such been possible, the per: 
centage destined for Western relief purposes), 
and accordingly I politely declined. I would 
not dream of inconveniencing the Gaelic 
League collectors or sympathisers in the 
slightest degree; much less would I think of 
staging a public protest against them. My 
view was simply that to contribute towards 
the establishment of an ultra-Gaeliec civilisa- 
tion would be for me as ridiculous a pro- 
ceeding as to tie a rope round my own neck; 
but I have not the faintest objection to 
others tying such a cord round their necks, 
since they are SO disposed. i 
To the '' protest i party (which T do not 
for a moment suggest is co-extensive with 
the Gaelic League, or the latter with it) it 
might be a revelation to realise that they 
could, by respecting the feelings of others, 
} not inconsiderable aid towards the 
establishment of the golden age ol fellowship 
through “ agreement differ.”’ I do not 
ask them to take part in the Remembrance 
Day ceremonies : Í would not ever im- 
portunate enough to worry them with offers 
of floral emblems. [ claim. however. that 
they, as rational beings, shall not deny on 
the llth a privilege so conscientiousls 
respected on the 5th and 6th—the right to

DOCTORS AND DENTISTRY. 

Sir JAMES CRAIG (Independent, Dublin 
University) moved an amendment to delete 
the clause which would prevent medical men 
from practising dentistry. The clause, he 
said, was a selfish move on the part of 
dentists—an extremely selfish — to try to 
grab all they could. He had in his mind a 
poor man living twenty-five miles away from 
a dentist. Was the local doctor to be pre- 
vented from drawing a tooth, or doing what 
was necessary? It was absolutely necessary 
that the medical profession should be able to 
do some dentistry. The principle was entirely 
wrong.

There was a very large, attendance 
at the second of Dr, Ernest Barker's 
series of Lady Ardilaun lectures on French 
history, given at Alexandra College, Dublin, 
yesterday. Lord Ardee, who presided, con- 
gratulated Miss White dh securing the ser- 
vices of so distinguishéd a lecturer. 

Monks and monasticism in the early part 
of the Middle Ages was the subject of yes- 
terday’s lecture. The lecturer pointed out 
that in medieval France, as elsewhere in the 
Middle Ages, there were three sorts of 
age Aces sol clergy, who lived and worked 
in the world; monks, who left the world and 
followed a rule of life; and the canons, who 
served a cathedral or church. “There was 
considerable rivalry between the seculars and 
the monks on two points: one was which of 
the two was the more perfect, and the other 
was whether the secular clergy had rights 
of authority over the monks, 8t. Thomas 
Aquinas's judgment on the first point was 
that the bishops were perfectores, and the 
monks perfecta; but it did not end the dis- 
pute. As regards the second point, every 
monastery, ea wf speaking, came under the 
control of the bishop in whose diocese it was. 
But ithe monks always sought to be indepen- 
dent of the bishops, and to submit only to 
the direct authority of Rome. 

The monks of France at that date all 
followed the rule of St. Benedict, and were, 
therefore, in a general sense, Benedictine 
monks, There were Benedictines proper on 
the one hand, and, on the other hand, 
Cluniacs, Cistercians and Carthusians; but 
the three latter bodies were all Benedictines, 
too. 
was an Italian, and lived about 500 A.D., 
just after the fall of the Roman Empire in 
the West. In the monastery which he 
founded near Naples he laid down the rule 
that is still followed by thousands of monks 
to-day. St. Benedict set the standard for 
all Western monasticism for the next 
thousand years. The rule included three 
things — obedience to the Father or 
Abbot of the monastery; renunciation 
of sis gó and of the life of the family, and 
stability of place: the monk must settle in, 
and remain in, a definite monastery, living 
there always’ and renouncing that vagrant 
life so dear to most medimval men. There 
were two other distinctive features of the 
Order. Benedictine monks were not hermits ; 
they were a society living a common life 
together, with a common chapter, dormitory 
and cloister, and each monastery was in- 
dependent of every other, following the rule 
of St. Benedict in its own way and accord- 
ing to its own interpretation. Hence the 
original Benedictines were not an Order or 
religio, because that meant having a common 
government The three bodies of the 
reformed scheme, the Cistercians, Cluniacs 
and Carthusians, made a change, and each 
had a common government, 

THE BENEDICTINES. 

Prayer and work were the two main duties 
of the Benedictines from the time of the 
founder to the period of the Crusades. The 
work was partly physical and partly intel- 
lectual. The em cultivated waste lands, 
built, and worked in ivory and iron for the 
adornment of their monasteries and the glory 
of God. In this way they did much to 
advance the material civilisation of which 
they were the trustees and depositories. They 
had sereptoria, or writing places, in which 
manuscripts were copied. Beautiful work of 
this kind was done in the Irish monasteries, 
and also original works were written and 
historical records made—the source of a good 
deal of our medieval history. There were 
schools in which young novices, and also 
external pupils, received their education, and 
in the chapél of the monastery’ music was 
cultivated. The Benedictines did not with- 
draw from the world for the sake of in- 
dividual salvation. They did a gréat deal of 
missionary work. St. Augustine came with 
forty Benedictine moriks and etonverted 
England. 

One of the great activities of the 
Benedictines was voad-building, so that 
pilgrims might come safely to their shrines. 
After Henry VIII. had closed the monasteries 
a iaw had to be made regarding the upkeep 
of the high roads, which became a State 
duty, with provision from the State funds. 
The work of poor relief lay almost entirely 
upon their shoulders. 

Ja all these matters the Benedictines did 
an important economic work; they helped 
largely in industrial development; glass-work 
was practically their creation. We may say 
that the monasteries were pioneers of com- 
merce and industry down to the middie of 
the eleventh century, when towns began to 
develop and take over from the monasteries 
art; and industries and methods of transport 
to make commerce possible. 


THE CLUNIACS. 

The Cluniac Order, a branch of the re- 
formed Benedictines, established itself in 
about 912, and attained the zenith of its 
influence about 1100, at the time of the first 
beginnings of the University of Paris. Re- 
form had become necessary, because all the 
social work of the monks had become some- 
thing of a distraction from their spiritual 
devotions. In the troubled years after the 
death of Charlemagne, men who had no cal! 
for the monastic life fled from barbariafy in- 
vasion to what they imagined to be the peace 
of the cloisters, and men installed themselves 
as abbots in monasteries who made these 
places mere shams. The first Cluniac 
monastery was founded in Burgundy. From 
900 onwards France became the home cf 
reforméd monasticism, just as it was the 
home of university life; and from 1100 on- 
wards it was the European centre of civilisa- 
tion, of chivalry and the literature of 
chivalry. and the best ideals of the feudal 
days. 

The first Cluniac monastery, founded about 
912, became the type for reformed Benedic- 
tine Orders, following the rule with a new 
interpretation; work was deposed and prayer 
exalted. More attention was given to the 
saying of their. Offices; the soul of Cluny 
was liturgical prayer. The lay brethren 
might do physical work. The work of 
the monk was to sing in the choir; 
he wore plain garb and went in 
silence, with downcast eyes, withdrawn from 
the world. A certain amount of labour was 
still the rule, and intellectual work was never 
depreciated. They wrote and copied manu- 
scripts, and always maintained the schotls 
for novices, and kept up the work of poor 
relief—in one year 17,000 people received relief 
from one Cluniac abbey. The new interpre- 
tation of the rule was generally imitated, 
hundreds of monasteries following the example 
and coming under the control of the Arch- 
Abbot of Claniac, and thus the Order arose. 


CISTERCIANS AND CARTHUSIANS, 

Hostility then came about between these 
monks and the bishops of the dioceses, the 
monasteries endeavouring to attach themselves 
immediately to the Papacy, in hopes of free- 
ing themselves from the authority of the 
bishops. Large endowments from Kings and 
nobles were given to the mionasteries, and 
the Order became immersed in business, like 
the erection of great buildings, such as the 
Chapel of Cluny, which survived until the 
Revolution, having taken from 1089 to 1119 to 
build. The puritan spirit, always present in 
monasticism, then revolted against the 
splendour of Cluny.and ite business and poli- 
tical preoccupations, and a movement for 
monastic reform came about between 1070 
and 1130. Out of this developed the Cister- 
cian and Carthusian Orders. New Orders were 
also founded by Germans, but were founded 
in France, and were. essentially French. 
Ahother was founded by an Englishman from 
Dorset, but it was to a great Frenchman— 
St. Bernard, the maker and exemplar of the 
Cistercian rule—that it owed its fame. These 
reformed Orders went back to asceticism and 
the life of meditation ; Na was left aside ; 
it was for the chapter school and the great 
universities, not a matter for monasticism, 
which confined itself to the liturgy and the 
study of the Bible, 

The lecture concluded with the exhibition

TRIBUTE TO THE LATE 
CARDINAL. 


HIS INTEREST IN MAYNOOTH 


COLLEGE. 

the President. the Véty Rev, Dr. 
McCaffrey, conferred degrees on the students 
who were successful at the recent National 
University examinations in the presence of 
representatives of University College, Dublin, 
the College staff, and a full attendance of 
students. be :

DEAD CARDINAL . ALMA MATER. 

The Very Rev. De. McCaffrey, who pre- 
sided, referred to the death of’ Cardinal 
O'Donnell, and expressed, on behalf of all 
connected with the College, in common with 
the rest of Ireland, their deep sense of the 
loss involved in the death of the Cardinal. 
Nowhere in Ireland, not even in the arch- 
diocese over which he ruled, or in his native 
diocese of Raphoe, was his death more keenly 
felt than it was in his Alma Mater, the 
place where he spent the days of his youth 
and early manhood, and for which he 
cherished always the warmest affection. 
Since the day, now over fifty-two years ago, 
when Cardina! O'Donnell passed into May- 
nooth from the old Catholic University until 
the day when he was called to his eterna! 
reward, he was constantly and intimately 
connected with this institution, first as a 
student, then as a professor and prefect of 
Dunboyne, trustee and visiter, and finally 
chairman of the Board of Trustees and 
ex-officio Chancellor of the College. 

He did ‘not wish to speak here of the 
great personal charm of manner of the late 
Cardinal, nor of his outstanding ability, his 
ureat attainments, his unselfish interest in 
the welfare of Ireland, and, above all, of 
his tireless devotion to his own special duties 
as churchman, because they were universally 
recognised ; but he wished to pay a grateful 
tribute to the many valuable services that 
the late Cardinal had rendered to the 
College, and to the prompt response that 
he. was always willing to make whenever 
Maynooth claimed his advocacy. 

MAYNOOTH’S LOSS. 

In the various changes and improvements 
that had taken place in this College for the 
last forty years—and they were many—no 
man took so enlightened and sympathetic 
interest in it as did ~Cardinal O'Donnell. 
And even in his last illness, when the 
disease which was to prove fatal held him 
in. its grip, the projected changes in the 
courses of studies at Maynooth occupied his 
attention, much to the annoyance of his 
medical advisers. 

Maynooth, then, had good reason to mourn 
the loss of the Cardinal and to revere his 
memory as a life-long and staunch friend of 
the College, and as one of the most brilliant 
students who ever passed from its halis to 
labour for the cause of charity and truth, 

He wished to congratulate the students who 
took their degrees that day, and hoped that 
they would do equally well next year. He 
wished particularly to congratulate the young 
priests who obtained their higher diplomas in 
education. Most of them were engaged in 
diocesan colleges, and were beginning their 
work at a time when radical changes had 
been made in secondary education. 

THE SECONDARY SCHOOLS. 

He was sure that they would give a good 
account of themsélves and of their qualifica- 
tions. He knew, that the secondary schools 
in Ireland were doing excellent work; and 
yet a perusal of the boys’ lists of the examina- 
tion for 1927. leaving certificates did not 
leave him perfectly satisfied. : 

He might take it that a large percentage 
oí the , wat and girls standing for the 
leaving certificate examination intended to 
pursue a course at the university, and that 
the majority of the schools in the Free State, 
and at least all the Catholic schools, pre- 
pared and advised their pupils to enter at 
the National University. He foupd from the 
results of the examination that a very large 
hédy of the students who were successful at 
the leaving certificate were not qualified to 
enter most of the faculties of the National 
University. In order to do so they should 
pass in Irish, English, Latin and Greek, 
mathematics, and a fifth subject, including 
such subjects as music, French, Spanish, 
Italian or German. 

On examination of the results they would 
find that out of 516 boys who entered for the 
leaving certificate examination one boy took 
music, and he was a German. No candidate 
took Spanish or Italian—two languages of 
great commercial value at present. One boy 
took German, but again he was a German. 
Out of 516 boys 70 took French, and one- 
third of these failed. Out of those who took 
Latin—150 did not take Latin at all—over 
50 failed; and only 94 presented themselves 
in Greek, an@ threefourths of these were 
intended for Maynooth. 

GREEK AND MATHEMATICS. 

“They are either here,’’ said Dr. McCaffrey, 
“or they would like to be here.” (Laughter.) 
The reason for that was that Maynooth 
insisted on a. student, before matriculating 
here, passing at the leaving certificate or 
matriculation in Greek. It might be said 
that the schools in Ireland concentrated on 
mathematics rather than on languages; but 
turning to that side of the results they found 
that a fair percentage did not present them- 
selves on mathematics at all, and of those 
who did over 42 per cent. failed to reach the 
pass standard. 

In the girls’ schools it would be found that 
modern Bayes es fared much better, but in 
these schools classics and mathematics were 
rapidly om agp 2 Out of 307 who pre. 
sented themselves for the examination, one 
took Greek, and a very smal! percentage took 
Latin—about 55 out of 307—and one-third of 
these failed. In mathematics out of 184 
candidates who presented themselves 117 
failed. 

“The general result,” said Dr. McCaffrey, 
‘is that a large body of the candidates who 
were successful and highly successful at the 
leaving certificate are not qualified to enter 
the National Uniwersity by the front door, 
and, if they do succeed in entering by a side 
door, they ave handicapped throughout their 
university course by their want of prepara- 
tion, and also by the fact that ey are 
obliged to do in one what should have 
been done in their secondary: schools,”’

CASTLELAR, Wednesday. 

The Synod of the United Dioceses of Tuam, 
Killala and Achonry, met at Christ Church, 
‘Castlebar, to-day to elect a bishop, in room of 
the Most Rev. Dr. Orr, who has been pro- 
moted to Meath. As none of the three clergy- 
men nominated received the requisite number 
of votes, the appointment now rests with the 
Bench of Bishops. 

The Most Rev. Dr. D'Arcy, Primate of all 
Ireland, presided. Lord Justice Best, 
Chancellor of the Diocese and of the Province 
of Armagh, was his Assessor, and the , 

, F. B. Tunstall, Armagh, was Registrar to 
the Synod. There was a good attendance of 
Clergy and laity, 

i PAST BISHOPS. 

The President, in the course of his address, 
said that it was somewhat over four years 
ago since he came to Claremorris for the 
election of a bishop for that diocese, and, as 
the result of that election, Bishop Orr, now 
Bishop of Meath, came.to them, Bishop Orr 
did his work faithfully and well, and com- 
mended himself to the hearts and consciences 
of his flock there ax a man worthy to fill the 
high and very difficult office of a bishop. 

He (the President) could not but think of 
Dr. Ross, who preceded Dr. Orr, in that 
diocese. ‘I cannot but let my thoughts go 
back to him,” he said, “ because he was one 
of the greatest and best friends 1 ever knew— 
a. man whom I.worked with from the date of 
his ordination.”’ He thought that they 
might well recall the man Dr. O8S 
was, and. the work he did íor the 
Church, and for the human institutions with 
which he was brought into contact. His 
work as a chaplain at the front during the 
Great War was simply magnificent. He was, 
indeed, a true man and a true bishop, and, 
though his mission among them was so short, 
yet they ought to thank God for the life he 
lived and the work he did. 

A RULER WANTED. 

They were met there, proceeded the Pre- 
sident, to elect a bishop for that great 
Western diocese. That gathering understood 
the needs of that great Western area, with 
its. peculiar eircumstances, both from the 
clerical and lay point of view. They should 
try to elect as their bishop a man of high 
public character; for they were going to 
elect a bishop, not merely for their own 
diocese, but for the Church ef God as well. 
Their late bishop, after a few years’ service 
there, was called to another diocese, and 
that was an illustration of the fact that in 
that; election they were to think of the needs 
of the whole Church. . "á 

They needed a man with the qualities oí a 
ruler—one who would have to deal with men 
diverse in character and circumstances. They 
had to think of getting the services oí a man 
markéd by holiness of life and by a com- 
plete devotion to the great work of the 
ministry, and a man fit to serve God in any 
part of God’s Church to which he might be 


called. 
MIGRATIONS. 

“1 know the circumstances of our country 
have altered very: much within recent years, 
roceeded—the President, “and I think you 
ere in the West have, in some respects, 
suffered greatly through the migrations that 
have taken place. In some cases that must 
be rather disheartening, but I say to you 
trust and work on with patience; think that 
waiting upon ,the, Lord: shall renew your 
spirit. Hold firmly, pray and trust, and I 
do not doubt that God has for our Church in 
this part of Ireland. a good and worthy 
future,’”’ 

Scrutineers having been appointed, the 
Assessor explained the procedure, and said 
that each member of the Synod could vote 
for one, two, or three names, but not more 
than three, and the person voted for should 
be an archbishop, bishop, or priest of not 
less than thirty years of age. e select list 
could be composed of not more than six 
clergymen—it might not be more than three, 
because the clergy and laity might have the 
samé three names on their list. 

FOUR BALLOTS. 
On a ballot the following three names 


| were placed on the select list :— 


The Very Rev. J. A. Lendrum, M.A., Dean 
of Tuam—21 clerical and 17 Jay votes; total, 


The Ven. A. W. Barton, B.D., Archdeacon 
of Down—13 clerical and 25 lay votes; total, 


Archdeacon G. F. McCormick, Collooney— 
11 clerical and 11 lay votes; total, 22. 

A second ballot was then taken, each person 
voting for one of those nominated. This 
resulted as follows :— 

Archdeacon Barton—12 clerical and 24 lay 
votes ; total, 36. 

Dean endrum—I18 clerical and 16 lay 
votes ; total, 34, 

Archdeacon McCormick—-4 clerical and 5 lay 
votes ; total, 9. 

The President said that, nobody having got 
two-thirds of either clerical or lay votes, the 
ballot would be repeated. This resulted as 
follows :— 

Archdeacon Barton—13 clerical and 26 lay 
votes. 

Dean Lendrum—16 17 lay 
votes. 

_ Archdeacon McCormick—One clerical vote 
and no lay vote. 

Lord Justice Best pointed ont that, no 
nominee having got a two-thirds majority of 
either order me | a majority of the other order, 
the selection would have to go to the Bench 
of Bishops unless the Synod, by a majority of 
those present, decided to take another vote. 

On a show of hands, the majority of those 
present decided in favour of another vote. 

The President announced the result of this 
as follows :— 

Archdeacon Barton—14 clerical and 30 lay 
votes, 

Dean Lendrum—20 clerical and 14 lay 
votes. 

He pointed out that Archdeacon Barton had 
got two-thirds of the laity, but had not got 
a majority of the clergy. The matter, there- 
fore, should now go to the Bench of Bishops. 

Lord Justicé Best said that, in the circum. 
stances, it was not, in his opinion, competent 
for them to take a further vote. 

The President—As the result of that 
decision, the matter must go to the Bench 
of Bishops. 

The President then pronounced the 
Benediction, and the sitting ended.

It was open to the persons affected to 
renew their applications to the Board ol 
Guardians, upon whom it would then devolve 
to reconsider the cases on their merits.. He 
found it difficult to believe that 1f any cases 
of starvation or famine came under the notice 
of the Board of Guardians that Board would 
be capable of incarring the very serious 
responsibility of refusing to deal with them 
equitably and adequately, hae 

The Governnient. had no jurisdiction to 
‘nterfere with the Guardians in their discre- 
tion in dealing with individual cases. The 
Ministry was keeping in close touch with the 
situation, and hé was still not without hopp 
that the Guardians would not decline to 
relieve any cases of real hardship or destitu- 
tion. 

The matter was Íúrthem discussed on the 
adjournment. 

Mr. W. McMillan said that men had been 
driven to a state of desperation by the action 
of the Guardians, which was the most re- 
actionary body in Ireland. There was a

WHY SCOTTISH MILLS SUCCEED. 

Mr. Munro, on the subject of specialiss- 
tion, said that in their trade the practical 
specialisation Was ability to give variety in 
styles. ‘That was the reason for the success 
of the Mottish mills. The most successful 
end of their trade lay not in mass produc 
tion, but in efficient production over a wider 
area. Extension of the existing classes was 


In the case of worsteds. the yarn had, in 
most cases. to be bought from worsted 
spinners outside the country, but he would 
tike to emphasise the fact that this pur- 
chasing of worsted varns from spinners 
specialising in the process was also the gene- 
ral custom among Scottish, West of England,

After the lancheon interval the Com 
mission went closely into the figures of the 
imports of different cloths, and the possibi- 
lity of the Irish mills being able to turn out 
sufficient to take. their place in the home 
market.

BLUE SERG > OUT OF FAVOUR, 

Mr. Munro gave the interesting informa- 
tion that the public demand had gone en- 
tirely away from biue serges, which only a 
few years ago were the only possible wear for 
a man. The manufacturers of serges had 
tried hard to revive the taste, but they failed. 
Now-a-days everyone was going in for pattern 
tweeds. 

In veply to Professor Whelehan, Mr. Tel- 
ford said that the capacity of the Lrish mills 
is at present able to meet the full home de- 
mand for woollens, but not that for worsteds. 
They could not produce the very fine qualities 
of worsted yarns, but under protection the 
production of those could be worked up 
quickly.

RUGBY IN N.S. WALES. 


HOW THE GAME DEVELOPED. 
A. E. STODART’S UNIQUE DISTINCTION. 
_ 1n 1870 the first steps were taken to form 
in New South Wales a football club under 
Rugby rules. Five enthusiasts—R. 4H. 
Arnold, W. M. Arnold, T. Brown, Septimus 
Stephen and G. Deas Thompson—formed the 
Wallaroo Club, which, within a short time, 
was followed by the University, Burwood, 
St. Leonards and the King’s School clubs, 
and two years’ later by Waratah, Newing- 
ton College and Calder House clubs. The 
chief difficulty at first was to get a suitable 
brill to play with, the proper bal! being 
unobtainable. A saddler, however, made a 
clumsy ball, which did good service until 
one in accordance with the regulations could 
be procured from the makers in England. 
Teams consisted of 20 players, and all dis- 
putes were settled by the captains. 

In 1874, delegates from the Wallaroo, the 
King’s School, Newington College, Goulburn, 
Waratah, Balmain North Shore, Um versity 
and Camden College formed the Southern 
Rugby Union. The Rugby Union of Eng- 
land code of rules was adopted; J. J. Calvert 
became the first president of the Union, T. 
Brown (Wallaroo) and E. Barton (Univer- 
sity), vice-presidents, and W. H. Fletcher 
treasurer and secretary. By 1880 the number 
of clubs had reached 100, and the game 
flourished everywhere. The Wallaroo club 
began to play 15 men a-side, and very soon 
the practice was adopted by all clubs. The 
first inter-Colonial match, betweer New 
South Wales and Queensland was played in 
1882 at the Sydney cricket ground, before 
an attendance of 4,000, New Sonth Wales 
winning by 28 points to 4. In 1882 a team 
from New South Wales visited New Zealand, 
under the captaincy of E. Raper, and won 
four of the seven matches played. Since 
then the visits have been interchanged 
yearly. 

In 1888 the first British team under Ragby 
rules visited Australia. Of nine games in 
New South Wales,.seven were won and two 
drawn. The captain of the visiting team; 
R. L. Seddon, was, during the tour, drowned 
in the Hunter River, and the captaincy 
devolved on A. E. Stodart, later and better 
known as a cricketer, who thus had the 
unique distinction of captaining an English 
team against Australia in both cricket 
(1894-5) and football (1888). Four matches 
in Queensland and one in Melbourne were 
won, the visitors scoting 58 points to 15 in 
all. Of matches under Australian, then 
known as Victorian, rules, seven were won 
and twelve were lost. 

In 1899 M. Mullineux—whom “ Banjo” 
Paterson has celebrated in verse-~-brought out 
a team whose play set its Australian 
opponents a fine example and helped to raise 
considerably the standard of local football. 
A third team, under D. R. Bedell-Swright, 
visited Australia in 1904, and a fourth 
(Harding’s) in 1908. in 1908-9 the first 
Australian team to go abroad visited England 
and America; it was known as the Wallabies 
The Rugby Unions of Scotland and Ireland 
held aloof. Thirty-one matches in all were 
played, of which only five were lost (those 
against Llanelly, Midlands, Wales, Swansea 
and Cardiff). Wales won by a penalty goal 
and two tries, but the Australians beat. 
England by three tries to one. Five matches 
were played in America and all were won, 
but the tour was a failure financially. In 
1910 a team from the United States visited 
Australia, but were beaten in five out ol 
eight matches played.

SALARY, BONUS 

EMOLUMENTS. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE MEREDITH.) . 
‘The hearing was resumed the action 
brought by Patrick J. O'Reilly, of Welling- 
ton street, Clonmel, against the Clonmel! Cor- 
poration, claiming a declaration that he is 
in possession of the office of Principal and 
Secretary in the Clonmel Technical Schools, 
notwithstanding resolutions of March 1 and 
September 15, 1926; and, further, that these 
resolutions are wfra vires, illegal and void as 
against him, to deprive him of office, salary, 
and emoluments. The plaintiff, in addition, 
asked for an inquiry as to the salary, bonus, 
and emoluments due to him as such Principal 
and Secretary. 

The defendants pleadéd that the resolu- 
tions of March 1 and September 15, 1926, 
were lawfully and validly passed, and stated 
that, by. letter dated December. 7, 1925. the 
plaintitt refused to continue his duties as 
from January 1, 1926, and persisted in wilful 
insubordination. As an alternative, they 

leaded that the plaintiff voluntarily retired 
rom his office: As a further defence, they 
said that the plaintiff's alleged cause of action 
was barred by the Public Authorities Pro: 
tection Act, 1893. 

Mr. James Geoghegan, K.C.; Mr. Martin 
Maguire, K.C., and Mr. George Moonan (in- 
structed by Mr. Francis Murphy) appeared 
for the plaintiff; and Mr. Jellett, K.C.; Mr. 
V. Rice, K.C., and Mr. Eugene Sheehy (in- 
structed by Mr John F. O’Brien) for the 
defendants. 

PLAIN SIFT'’S EVIDENCE. 

The plaintiff,. continuing his evidence, 
stated, in reply to Mr. Moonan, that Clon- 
mel’s share of the Endowment Grant of 
£55,000 was £525 a year. It was the only one 
fixed grant technical committees had. Dur- 
ing twenty years the amount remained prac- 
tically the same. When the grant was held 
ap for some years the Committee got into 
touch with Mr. Fletcher, and subsequently 
the Minister for Education and the depyties 
for the constituency. he official reason 
given for holding up the grants was the fact 
that the Committee had too much _ funds. 
After the conference between Mr. ‘Fletcher 
and the Committee on January 12, Mr. 
Reidy, the Mayor, said that the Committee 
were satisfied that it was plaintiff's fault. 
that the Endowment Grant was withheld. 
Flaintiff was never asked for any explana- 
tion. 

In the agenda issued in February, 1926, fol- 
lowing the January meeting, plaintiff. had an 
addendum pointing. out that the proceedings 
at the January meeting. were irregular. A 
prolonged discussion ensued at the meeting, 
in the course of which plaintiff explained his 
action. Mr. Long, a member of the Com- 
mittee, suggested that he was disobeying an 
order of the Committee. When this accusa- 
tion was made plaintiff left the meeting. At 
the .aarch meeting the Chairman added a 
minute to the minutes of the February meet- 
ing stating that plaintiff refused to give an 
explanation of his conduct in adding the 
addendum to the January minutes, and 
demanding an apology. At that meeting he 
apologised to Mr. Long for any personal re- 
marks addressed to him, and asked the 
Chairman, Mr. Reidy, what more he was re- 
uested to apologise for. But the Chairman 
dicined to give any further information until 
the resolution suspending the plaintiff was 
put to the meeting. Plaintiff then left the 


meeting. 
AN INQUIRY. 

Subsequently an inquiry was held by the 
Department's officers and the Committee in 
Clonmel on June 12, which plaintiff attended. 
Mr. Turnbull, inspector of the Department, 
presided. Plaintiff was asked why he did 
not call attention to the fact that the pro- 
ceedings of January 12 were irregular at 
the February meeting, and his reply to that 
was that that was what he actually did by 
his addendum. Plaintiff was then asked 
did he use the word ‘‘rat"’ in connection 
with the Committee's meeting. Plaintiff 
did not use the word. He said something 
avout not listening to all this talk. Later 
plainti® asked to be allowed to read a state- 
ment to the meeting. He had read part of 
the statement when Mr. Turnbnil, the Chair- 
man, said that Mr. Fletcher's letter of Feb 
ruary 24 had made the proceedings cf the 
meeting of January 12 regular. Plaintiff said 
that if that were so it would be waste of 
time to remain, and he left the inquiry. 

QUESTION OF APOLOGY. 

Following the inquiry, Mr. Moonan stated, 
a letter was received by the Committee from 
the Secretary of the Free State Department 
of Education intimating that the inquiry 
approved of the Committees action in 
suspending Mr. O'Reilly. The Department 
stated that it was open t6 the Committee 
to reinstate Mr. O'Reilly if sufficient apology 
were given, and a guarantee of future good 
behaviour,

his evidence, stated 
that on Juno 15th, 1926, he sent a letter to 
the Mayor apologising and expressing regret 
for any offence he might have given. That 
statement was only submitted to the Com- 
mittee on August 6th. Plaintiff never got 
any reply to his apology of June 15th. The 
Committee had a form of apology prepared 
by the Corporation solicitor; but the Com- 
mittee never tendered that apology to him 
for consideration, and he did not see it until 
the discovery of documents. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Jellett, the plain- 
tiff said that his relatiors with the Com- 
mittee up to 1925 were cordial. In February, 
1919, a memorial had been sent to the De- 
partment signed by the Committee, com- 
piaining about him; but that Committee 
resigned in a body after a representative of 
the Department. had been sent. down. The 
personnel of the Committee was different 
from that of the Committee in 1925. 

Mr, Jellett read the memorial in which the 
Committee of 1919 stated that they could 
not carry on because the Principal and 
Secretary disregarded and flouted the wishes 
of the Committee. The Committee, among 
other things, accused the plaintiff of writing 
insulting and highly coloured minutes. 

Were you, asked Mr. Jellett, given three 
months notice on May 5th, 1919, by a reso- 
lution of the Committee ?—That is so; but I 
adhere strictly to my statement that from 
1919 to the present time my relations with 
the Committee were most cordial. I was 
given increases in salary during the period. 

EX-SERVICEMEN’'S CLASSES. 

Plaintiff in further ~ cross-examination 
denied that he was given an increase in 
salary from August Ist, 1921, of £50 for 
extra work in connection with the ex-Service- 
men’s Classes. It was, he said, given. in 
connection with the general and permanent 
increase in the scheme in Clonmel, When 
plaintiff went to Clonmel first there were 
only five or six permanent teachers. In 1923 
the permanent staff had increased to twelve 
whole time teachers. The Committee had 
given him permission to take £52 from the 
permeate from the Ministry of Labour, 

ndon, in connection with ex-Servicemen’s 
classes; but he. would not. make the deduc- 
tion without the Department's sanction. or 
a decree from the courts to protect the Com- 
mittee from surcharge... 

In the course of further cross-examination, 
the plaintiff said that a decision was reached 
by the Committee at the meeting of January 
lcth, 1926, that the Chairmar: should write 
th» minutes.

The cases of Ennis v. the County Councils 
of Dublin and Meath, and the Garristown’ and 
Delvin River Drainage Board were listed: on 
notice. the applications being to have made 
absolute conditional orders to bring up for 
the purpose of being quashed, certain rates 
struck by the Garristown and Dalvin River 
Drainage » Board. 

It appeared that James Ennis, a ratepayer. 
of Balbeinesh, obtained a. conditional, order 
to quash a maintenance rate struck by the 
Board in December, 1926; and a mandamus 
directing the Board to have their accounts 
audited. The ‘Board struck a further. rate 
in July last and a conditional order was 
obtained by Mr. Ennis to quash that also. 
When the motions to make absolute thege 
conditional orders came before the Court last 
week counsel for the Drainage hoard pro- 
duced a letter from the Free State Depart- 
ment of Local Government stating that the 
business of the Drainage Board had been 
transferred to.the County Councils of Dublin 
and Meath, and that under the provisions 
of the Drainage Act, 1924. that had been 
done, on August 11. It was directed that a 
further conditional order should be served on 
the County Council of Dublin and the County 
Council of Meath, and the matter was 
adjournéd until that day. 

Mr. Geoghegan, K.C., who, with Mr. 
McGonigal (instructed by Mr. Tench’, 
appeared for Mr. Ennis, the prosecutor, now 
renewed his application. 

Mr. Justice Hanna asked was any cause 
shown by the County Councils. 

THE SEALED ORDER. | 

Mr. Eugene Sheehy (instructed by Mr. 
Thomas Early) said that he appeared on 
behalf of the Dublin County Council. The’ 
sealed order transferring the powers of the 
Drainage Board to the two County Councils 
came bais a” fall meeting of the Dublin 
County Council on August 25, and that 
meeting referred the matter to their solicitor 
for his advice. At a meeting of the County 
Council on September 29 a letter from Mr. 
Early, solicitor, was read pointing out the 
difficulty of carrying on the business of the 
Drainage Board without local people being 
represented on the joint, committee. 

It was then suggested to the Minister 
that it would be advisable to amend his 
order, so that it would be possible for some 
ratepayers to be represented on the com- 
mittee, and the Minister provisionally. con- 
sented to such change, if the Meath County 
Council aquiesced.

TIPPERARY COMPENSATION

The defendants in the case of Thomas 
Crowe v. Tipperary County Council (South 
Riding) appealed from a decision of Special

compensation for the malicious destruction of 
about twenty tons of rich upland hay on 
his farm near Dundrum, County Tipperary.
